Nothing compar- 
able- to the- record o£ the past five 
months can be found in the annals 
of-any country, it we consider what 
has been accomplished ami the enor- 
mous sums of money voted to be 
raised by loan and taxation. 


It Germany supposed that it would 


require a. couple of years to enable 
the United States to make any appre- 
ciable, preparation for the world war 
she is mistaken. 
The 
expenditures 


are very large, but in the end they 
will prove beneficial and even pro- 
vidential. 
Already the nation hos 


laid the foundation for a great navy 
and a great' merchant marine. More- 
over, it 
has 
brought 
together for 


training the material of a great army, 
While already our navy is helping 


' most effectually to vanquish the sub- 


marine menace. 
Furthermore, there 


•is already a very respectable portion 
of our army in France getting ready 
for trench warfare in which it will 
engage in the spring if not before. 
Millions of men are registered ready 
for call, not any particular class, but 
the young men of all classes and con- 
ditions, the only cause of exemption 
being 
unfitness 
or 
employment 
in 


what may be termed "war industries." 


The government has also started on 


the construction of an air fleet that 
•will equal any. in. .the world when 
completed. 
There will be 20,OJKX.planes 


available next spring and they will be 
•manned by well trained and 'daring 
aviators who will not stop short of 
Berlin once they get into the fray. 
All this has been accomplished in the 
space of six months and the machin- 
ery has been set in motion for the 
most wonderful achievement in even' 
military and naval department. 


Verily, when the United States gov- 


ernment shall have completed the pre- 
liminary preparations next spring, it 
will bo able to strike a blow for 
world freedom that should put an 
end'to German pretensions to invin- 
cibility. 
The question next year will 


be what will be done with the Kaiser— 
St. .CHelcna or an opportunity to join 
his {friend Nicholas Romanoff in Si- 
beria, which would be much loo mer- 
ciful treatment for a man on whose 
shoulders is placed 
the blame for 


the most heinous crimes ever per- 
petrated on civilization?

WAR EXPENDITURES 


Since the declaration of war con- 


gress has voted $17,000,000,000 for the 
use of the administration in the pros- 
ecution of the war. It has also au- 
thorized contracts amounting to ?2,- 
500,000,000 additional. Included in the 
outlays for war -purposes was $7,000,- 
000,000 in loans to the allies. 
Thus 


in less than a year we have spent 
much more than England spends in 


year. Her expenditures at present 


amount to about 532,000,000 a day, 
which in a year would net. a total of 
$11,080,000,000. 
But England can get 


much more for the money expended 
than we can. She does not pay as 
much for labor or material. The grand 
total .of appropriations and authoriza- 
tions by congress for the fiscal year 
191S amounted to the enormous sum 
of $21,390,730,940.40. 


LEADER IN PETROLEUM 


The United States in the last 59 


years produced 05 per cent, of the 
world's supply o£ petroleum. 
This 


nation still keeps up the proportion. 
Germany produced but one-tenth of 
ono per cent., Franco none and Eng- 
land none. 
Russia in this product 


comes next to the United States with 
27 per cent. 
The total produced in 


this country last year was 312,438,593 
barrels. 
This is a source of power 


and of fuel tha.t gives the United 
States an advantage over all other 
nations.

against the saloon and other 
evils 


even more dangerous. 


While the officials at the training 


camps are endeavoring to train the 
men to take care of themselves and 
to avoid the dangers mentioned, yet 
the towns and cities in the vicinity 
of the camps are requested to re- 
tnove, so far 
as possible, ail the 


temptations that might lure the sol- 
diers into dens of vice. 


The war department has barred all 


saloons 
and 
objectionable 
resorts 


within a five-mile radius of the can- 
tonments; and beyond that line the 
officials ask for the co-operation of 
the civil authorities. 
It is but right 


that all cities and towns should co- 
operate with them in the most cor- 
dial manner. 


But there are other considerations. 


One is to provide healthy pastime and 
recreation for the soldiers within the 
cantonments. 
That requires 
money 


and the public is responding nobly for 
this purpose. 


The Y.M.C.A. and the Knights of 


. Columbus have been recognized 
by 


tba war department and authorized 
. to) open headquarters at the. canton- 


i meats in order to carry on social and 
. religious work for the benefit of the 
men.. 


The Y.M.C.A. is accustomed to this 


kind of work and has the organization 
and means to do it successfully. This 
particular line of' work, however. Is 
now to the Knights of Columbus; but 
the organization has entered into It 
with a will, and it has prominent bus- 
iness men of great ability devoting 
the greater part of their time to build- 
ing shacks and providing attractions 
at the cantonments. 


Tho Knights have undertaken to 


rnlno $3,000,000 for this work and are 
meeting with fair success consider- 
ing (he machinery at their command. 
In the councils ot the order, the sup- 
port of the war with men and money 
is the.chief topic of conversation. In

It car- 
ried above 1000 pounds of dead weight 
more than commercial trucks of corre- 
sponding capacity. 
The truck will be

truck is unsuited for normal use. Al&o 
it is said that the far-tones which hnvc 
given free use of their patents for the 
design stipulated that the new truck 
was to be for govern men t use only.

More- 
over, It has brought together for 
training tho material of a great army, 
while ' already our navy is helping 
most effectually to vanquish the sub- 
marine menace. 
Furthermore, there 


is already a very respectable portion 
bf our army in France getting ready 
for trench -warfare in which it will 
engage in the spring if not before. 
Millions of men arc registered ready 
for call, not. any. particular class,^but 
the young men of all classes and con- 
ditions, the only cause of exemptio 
being unfltness. or 
employment i 


•what may be termed "war industries 


The government has also started on 


the construction of an air fleet that 
•will equal any in .the world when 
completed. There will be 20,000 planes 
available next spring and they will be 
•manned by well trained and daring 
a.viators who will not slop short of 
Berlin once they get into the fray. 


. All this has been accomplished in tho 
space of six months and the machin 
cry has been set in motion for th 
most wonderful achievement in every 
military a.nd naval department. 


Verily, when the United States gov- 


ernment shall have completed the pre- 
liminary preparations next spring, it 
will bo a.ble to strike a blow for 
•world freedom that should put an 


. end to German pretensions to invin- 


cibility. 
The Question next year will 


be what will be done with the Kaiser— 
St. .Helena or an opportunity to join 
his itriend Nicholas Romanoff in Si- 
beria, which would be much too mer- 
ciful treatment for a man on whose 
shoulders is placed the blame for 
tho most heinous crimes ever per- 
petrated on civilization?

PROTECTING THE SOLDIERS 
The officials of the war department 


• have appealed to the cities and towns 


within the districts of the army can- 
tonments to assist in safeguarding 
the health and. the morals of the sol- 
diers. 


Tlie men cannot be denied occa- 


sional opportunities to go outside the 
cantonments, but what tho war de- 
partment insists upon is, that when 
'they 
visit 
neighboring 
cities and 


towns, the authorities will 
safeguard 


them to the greatest extent possible 
against the saloon and other evils 
even more dangerous. 


. "While the officials at the training 
camps are endeavoring: to train the 
men to take care of themselves and 
to. avoid the dangers mentioned, yet 
the towns and cities in the vicinity 
of the camps are requested to re- 
move, so far as possible, all the 
temptations that might lure the sol- 
diers into dens of vice. 


The war department has barred all 


saloons 
and 
objectionable 
resorts 


within a live-mile radius of the can- 
tonments; and beyond that lino tho 
officials ask for the co-operation of 
the civil authorities. It is but right 
that all cities and towns should co- 
operate Tvith them in tho most cor- 
dial manner. 


But there aro other considerations. 


One is to provide healthy pastime and 
recreation for the soldiers within the 
cantonments. 
That requires 
money 


and the public is responding nobly for 
this purpose. 


The Y.M.C.A. and tho Knights of 


Columbus have been recognized by 
the war department and authorized 


. to open headquarters at the canton- 


• ments in order to carry on social and 


; religious work for the benefit of tho 
men. 


Tho Y.M.C.A. is accustomed to this 


kind of work and has the organization 
and means to do it successfully. This 
particular lino of work, however, is 
new to the Knights of Columbus; but 
tho organization has entered Into it 
with a will, and it has prominent bus- 
iness men of great ability devoting 
tho greater part of their time to build- 
ing shacks and providing attractions 
at the cantonments. 


The Knights have undertaken to 


raise $3,000,000 for this work and aro 
meeting with fair success consider- 
ing tho machinery at their command. 
In tho councils of the order, tho sup- 
port, of tho war with men and money 
Is the chief topic of conversation. In 
order that this patriotic work may 
receive tho undivided attrition of tho 
members tho annual celebration of 
Columbus dny as carried out in time 
of pencB will be omitted this year, 
whllo every effort will bo turned to 
«oclal, recreational nnd religious work 
at tho various cantonments.

They may have to undergo tho risks 
of a terrible war and should bo pro- 
tected against, tho-dangers of the sa- 
loon and tho brothel. 


WAR EXPENDITURES 


Since the declaration of war con- 


gress has voted $17,000,000,000 for the 
use of the administration in tho pros- 
ecution of the war. 
It has also au- 


thorized contracts amounting to $2,- 
500,000,000 additional. Included in the 
outlays for war purposes was $7,000,- 
000,000 in -loans to the allies. 
Thus 


in less than a year we -have spent 
much more than England spends in 
a year. Her expenditures at present 
amount to about $32,000,000 a 
day, 


which in a year would net a total of 
$11,650,000,000. But England can get 
much more for tho money expended 
than we can. 
She does not pay .as 


much for labor or material. The grand 
total of appropriations and authoriza- 
tions by congress for tho fiscal year 
1918 amounted to the enormous sum 
of $21,390,730,910.46. 


LEADER IN PETROLEUM 


The United States in the last 59 


years produced 65 per cent, of tho 
world's supply of petroleum. 
This 


nation still keeps >up tho proportion. 
Germany produced but one-tenth of 
one per cent., France, none and Eng- 
land none. Kussia in this product 
comes next to the United States with 
27 per cent. 
The total produced in 


this country last'year was 312,438,590 
barrels. 
This is a source of power 


and of fuel that gives the United 
Stales an advantage over all other 
nations. 


GERMAN DIPLOMACY 


Bernstorff 
thought 
$1,700,000 
ex- 


pended as bribes would secure peace 
with France. He is known to have 
ordered tho use of $50,000 to influence 
congress in behalf of Germany, but 
in all probability millions of dollars 
were distributed in bribes in this 
country for controlling popular senti- 
ment by inducing the* purchasable 
element in every large city to shout 
for Germany. It is high time some 
of these German traitors were set up 
as a target for a firing squad. 


COLUMBIA SETS AN EXAMPLE 
Columbia university has 
expelled 


two pro-German professors. 
It was 


time some action of that kind were 
taken. 
It will he remembered that 


certain Columbia students were in 
court, a short time ago for opposing 
the draft. 
They were doubtless un- 


der the tutelage of tho two profes-

Columbia.

bread. 
Tho new war loaf will, it is 
said, effect a saving of sugar, lard 
ar.d milk and yet be wholesome. 
The department of agriculture in co- 
operation with Mr. Hoover has sent D 
H Jacobs of the bureau of chemistry 
here to instruct bakers in the, prepara- 
tion of the bread. Mr. Jacobs said in 
an Interview:

"The 
exact weight of the new loaf I 
cannot tell at present, but I will say 
that its size will effect a considerable 
saving over present prices. 
After the 
experiment is tried out in this city 
we shall establish the same methods 
and recipes in every section of 
the 


United States. I anticipate no difficul- 
ty in securing the co-operation of the 
bakers as we arc satisfied that if they 
carry out instructions they will ba able 
to put tho now bread on the market 
at 
a. profit that will allow them to 


continue business as usual." 


According to Mr. Jacobs, the nev 
bread Is the result of a long series_or 
experiments carried on to determine 
whether there might be some way ii 
which the steadily increasing price of 
bread could be lowered. The experi- 
ments met with success, both from, tho 
chemical and the mechanical stand- 
point and Philadelphia will have the 
first opportunity to judge the results.

nublication of a story, of the sinking 
of the British steamer, Belgian.Prince 
exactly as taken down by an oflice 
of the American navy from •William 
Bnell, colored cook of 
the 
Belgian 


Prince and one o£ the two survivor 
of the crew. 


Tho crew of the Belgian Prince, with 


the exception of four men, it will be 
recalled, waa -taken on the deck of 
the submarine, which submerged, leav 
Ing them to drown. The story follows 


"About 6 o'clock p. m., July 31,. I 


heard 
an explosion.; did not know 


Whether it was a torpedo or a bomb, 
and I ran to ray lifeboats, the-boats 
having been lowered partly from their 
davits 
After the crew boarded lite- 


boats, they were lowered Into the wa- 
ter and were rowed from the snip 
about 50 yards. 
"When the submarine came to the 


surface, about 100 yards from us, she 
fired at the wireless on the Belgian 
Prince and tore it down. 
Then she 
came slowly between our three boats, 
the fourth lifeboat having been blown 
to pieces when the explosion occurred, 
leaving the captain's boat on the port 
side of the submarine and the other 
two boats on the starboard side, and 
asked for the captain. 
The captain 


Baid, 'Here I am.1 
.,'.,. 
"The captain was taken into the con- 
ning tower of the submarine and asked 
for his papers and they were delivered 
up to the commander of the subina- 


"The commander of the submarine' 
said: 
'Are there any gunners over 
there?' and our officer answered, 'No, 
Eire, they got killed.' 
"The commander of the 
submarine 


said: 'If there are no gunners aboard, 
bring your boats alongside.! 
As we 
got alongside, ho said, 'All hands on 
deck.' When we got on deck he said, 
•Hands up.' 
"Then he lined us up in single ran* 


from the bow of tho vessel as far aft 
as the gun, which was on board her, 
forward the conning tower, and which 
appeared to be a six-inch gun.

their hands, which they kept trainee 
on us. 
Seven others of the German 


crew stood abreast 'our line on tho 
starboard of the ship, armed with au- 
tomatic revolvers, guarding us. 
The captain of the submarine was 
also on deck and stood near thn tor- 
ward gun, giving Instructions in Ger- 
man to his crew what to do. One sea- 
man of the submarine's crew stood a 
little abaft the conning tower about 
abreast the breech of the after gun. 
"The commander then walked along 
the line of the Belgian Prince's crew 
and asked them if they had any arms 
on their persons and searching each 
individual. He commanded us to take 
oft our life belts and throw them on 
deck, which we did. As the me bolts 
were dropped, the commander picked 
them up and threw them overboard. 


"When I threw my bolt down, I 


shoved it ahead on the deck with my 
foot and finally stood on it. 
As he 


walked along the l i n j ho huddled us 
together In a crowd and then went and 
pulled the plug out of our lifeboats, 
which were lying on the starboard 
bow of the submarine, and he then 
walked aft to the conning tower, at 
which time I picked up my belt quick- 
ly and thrust it under a big loose oil- 
skin -which I was wearing at tho time, 
hugging it close to my breast with my 


"When the commander went to the 


conning tower, four Germans came on 
deck and got Into our captain's boat, 
which was lying on the port side of 
the submarine. The submarine backed 


little, 
then 
steamed 
ahead and 
.„,rimed and smashed one of our heats, 
which had been lying on the starboard 
bow and had been cast oft from the 
submarine a few moments heforo she 
Dacked. 
"The four men who had gotten into 


our captain's boat rowed alongside the 
Belgian Prince. 
The submarine then 


steamed ahead as near, as I can guess, 
about nine knots per hour, leaving her 
four men in our captain's boat along- 
side the Belgian Prince, all of us ex- 
cept our captain being huddled up to- 
•other on her forward deck.

"She steamed thus about one hour 


and a half, at which time I noticed the 
water was rising slowly on the for- 
ward deck and it came up on my feet. 
' also noticed some little time before 
his, which time I cannot accurately 
itate, the conning tower had 
been 


Closed. 
"The water continued to rise around 


-ny ankles and when the "water got six 
nchcs up on my legs I pulled my life- 
belt out quickly, threw it over my 
houlders and jumped 
overboard. 


"The other men did not seem to know 
what was going to happen, some of 
hem were saying, 'I wonder if they 
re going to drown us, etc.* 
"About 10 seconds after I Jumped,

rowbdat when the 
submarine sub- 


merged, was picked up by the British 
patrol boat after 
T became uncon- 


scious, also the chief engineer of the 
Belgian Prince, who had gotten hold 
of a log after the submarine first sub- 
merged and thus saved his life, was 
picked up. 


"We were taken by the British patrol 


joat to Londonderry, Ire. After we 
Banded at Londonderry I was in a hos- 
Dital for eight days recovering from 
my experiences in the water. 


"While I was in the hospital they 


cept the man who was picked up out 
of the lifeboat and who was a Russian 
and a member of the Belgian Prince's 
crew, in confinement In Londonderry 
until I recovered sufiiciently to give a 
statement to the British o'fHcials, the 
[iussian having told a somewhat dif- 
'erent story which they could not be- 
lieve until I corroborated it in most 
of its particulars. 
'I believe the 1 reason they waited 


for my story was that 
they 
could 


scarcely believe from the Russian that 
the Germans would do such a thing."

The total receipts up to Sept. 23 
were 11,894,561.78, and as October al- 
ways brings a sharp Increase in regis- 
trations and licenses, because of the 
reduced registration fee. it is believed 
that there will be no difficulty In se- 
curing- during- the month the slightly 
more than J100.000 needed to pass tho 
figure named. 


Only three short years ago the com- 


missioners were 
wondering 
whether 


they would be able to obtain a reve- 
nue of ?1,000,000 in a single year, and 
that the. record of that year has been 
doubled in such a. short space of time 
indicates more plainly than could pos- 
sibly be shown otherwise the tremen- 
dous, increase in tre popularity of the 
motor vehicle. 
Great as has been 
the 
increasing 
use 
of pleasure 
vehicles, however, 


commercial trucks havo shown 
even 


big-ger gains In popular favor. 
Last 
year, up to the. close 
of 
September, 


the 
commission 
registered 
17,026 


trucks, while the figures for the same 
period of this year have soared to 24,- 
681, a gain of more than 44 per cent. 
The figures for pleasure vehicles, dur- 
ing the same periods, are 108,563 for 
1916 and 140,697 for 1917, a

only a trine less than 30 per cent. 


It is significant, also, to 
note that 


the flsures of the commission do not 
indicate any appreciable tendency on 
the part of purchasers to buy cheaper 
cars.
